's association of the United States, 


through ita secretary, Ohm-lea Green of 
Rochester, N.Y., has published a circu- 
lar and distributed it in Washington op- 
posing Caminetti'fl bill to regulate the 
ntsrnatkuml and interstate traflic in 
nursery plants, the design of which is to 
prevent the inttoduction or spread of 
plants infected with germs of disease. 
The circular declares that Gaminotti's 
jlll threatens a great injury to the nur- 
sery trade and that germs of disease and 
eggs of insects could not be detected 
with the aid of a 1000-power microscope, 
and hi most instances could not be dis- 
covered at all ; tlmt the germs of the 


e scale, anthracinos, rust and* other 
iaes, very few nurserymen are able 


to detect, many of these diaeaeos being 
entirely unknown ae to their history or 
;heir earlj stages, such as peach yellows, 
which the department of pomology has 
cept ono man employed investigating for 
aix years and yet he has made but little 
progress in tracing tiio origin of the 
disease or in detecting its presence on 
'igorous trees.

The following from section 777 ol tbo 
ordiuanct-a ot the city of Fteeno applies to 
this case: 


In the erection, improvement and re- 


pair of all public buildince and works 
in ftli street and sewer work, * * and 
in furniabing ooy supplies or material 
for the same, when the expenditure re- 
quired for the Eiime exceeds tho sum of 
J100, tb.0 Bftme shall be done by contract, 
and shall be let to the lowest responsible 
bidder, after due notice, under sucli 
regulations as may be prescribed by 
ordinance. 


Section 11 ol ordinance No. 237 pre- 


ecribas the manner in which the notice 
shall be given that bids will be received 
lor euch work or supplies. 


In the face of this plain requirement 


ol law, and in thrt face of precedent long 
established by this board, the etreet~ana 


the law and made a contract for supplies 
for street work to the amount of neaily 
ton times the limit fixed by ordinance, 
and the board of trustees has put tbo 
seal of Its approval upon thin flagrant 
violation of the municipal law.

one member ot tho board — Trustee 
Cburch—either by word or vote oppoecd 
this remarkable action. 


The boldness of this act transcends

Iii the discharge ol the man., 
duties incumbent upon the occupants o 
these pOBitious, Mr. FiUgorald Is not a 
lowed the nervice of a deputy, and hi 
i enumeration of $1500 a year would DO 
warrant him in employing an asslstan 
at his own expense. In view of thes 
facts, tho question at issue is this: Ther 
are tiuica when ho is required to bepres 
ent in Ins office as county clerk, and i 
expected to keep the minutes of the sq 
perior court (now in session), and hi 
present is also demanded during the ses 
sion of tho board of supervisors.

Rev. W. H. Martin of the CUr-Ietian 


church delivered the tifth lecture in the 
courao arranged 
by 
tho Mlnlsteriftl 


tion of this city, ul the Presby- 


terian charch on Monday evening. His 
theme WBB "Spiritualism and the Bible." 


He • began by tracing the history of 


the inauifoetationa of those mysterious 
pbenotutsna var.ouely deeignated in dif- 
ferent periuds aa necromancy, witchcraft 
and spiritualism, and then proceeded to 
argue that, in order to reach u rational 
conclusion 
concerning 
the cause ot 


causes of oc:ult phenomena, it would be 
necessary to ascertain the mind'a relation 
to the body in the acquisition and com- 
munication of knowledge. 


The conclusion of his argument on 


this subject was that ttiough the miud 
ordinarily 
gets 
and 
communicates 


knowledge through the organs -of the 
body, yet it is not always BO; that the 
mind may perceive without the bodily 
seneee, and may communicate with 
another mind immediately without the 
use of the organs usually employed for 
that purpose. He cited many examples 
showing that this is the case. 


Ae to the question why this mode ia 


not always possible, ho replied that the 
objects of S6DBO are usually BO obtrusive 
as to prevent the superseneuooa percep- 
tions of the soul front being recognized 
by the mind. 


The lecturer cited instances showing 


that one mind may communicate with 
another mind over great distances by 
immediate revelation such impressions 
as would be felt by the receiver were he 
to hear a voice, feel a blow, or EGO the 
form of a person who communicated the 
impressions. 
Ho showed further that 


oven long processes of thought had been 


JUB conveyed immediately from one 
iind to another over great distances, 
.11 this baa been done in cases where 
oth parties to the communication were 
n tho body. 
The speaker then raised the question, 
'Do disembodied spirits evur communi- 
ate with men in the flesh?" Ho argued 
hat ho could see no reason why they 
hould iiot, seeing that in death the soul 
>ad laid nettle, so far as wo know, only 
.hone 
bodily 
sooaeB, 
which 
are 


lometimes dispensed with by living men 
n their communication with each other. 


After citing two or three examples of 
ach communication between the dead 
tnd the living, the speaker concluded 
"lie lecture by announcing and defending 
.he Scripture comleumatlve of consult- 
ng the dead. This he did on the ground 
,hat it is impossible to identify disem- 
jodied spirits, BO as not to no led into de- 
ception and ruin by those of an evil kind 
personating the good, and on tho further 
;round of the impossibility of discrimi- 
latiug tlioao cases of genuine communi- 
cation from tho frauds practiced by so- 
called mediums. 
This conclusion, ho 


claimed, was justiDod by the history of 
spiritualism. 
The results had been 


•uinous in tho caso oE those* or most ot 
,|IOBO, who hud become addicted to con- 
sulting the so-called spirit mediums.

With the riyht of way it is different, 


however. Up to now Mr. Follasky, ac- 
cording to his own statement, baa car- 
ried the coat of the road on negotiable 
paper in hia own name. Tho time ban 
come to bond U. The bonds havo been 
negotiated at the rate of $20,000 n mile. 
Five hundred and twenty of tbceo bonds, 
m tbe denomination of $1000 each, are 
ready lo be delivered, simply awaiting 
tho signature of Mr. Pollasky.

deedn covering tho light of wuy acco> 
pnny them to tho Metropolitan Trust 
com'pauy of New York, which is 
trustee.

gun. Thus tbe apathy of tho people IB 
retarding the work, doing an injustice to 
Mr. Pollasky and injury to the county 
and the city of Fresno.

AS TO OWNERSHIP.

interview Mr. Pollasky on this particular 
eubject. 


He was found hard at work at his office 


on Tulare etreet. 


"My dear boy I have answered that 


question repeatedly, but I don't mind 
doing BO again. It will, however, be a 
mere repetition of what 1 said in Novem- 
ber last. The San Joaquin Valley rail- 
road was not then building in the inter- 
est of the Southern Pacific company and 
IB not now being operated for them.

"I, myself, am the principal stock- 


holder in the road; furnished the first

"I ran in debt for most of my Block- 


holding because I ha3 faith in this 
country and in its almost inexhaustible 
resources. 
C. P. Huntington is my 


friend. 
It was through his friendship 


and his faith in the resources o( FreBno 
county, t bat I was enabled to secure the 
financial backing that ia building this 
road. 
But the Southern Pacific; has 


nothing to do wiih it nor has it had any- 
thing to do with it except as above 
sUtoJ. Senator Btaoford and Colonel 
Crouker knew nothing about it, save 
that we were to make a connecting ar- 
rangement at this point and tb.ua prove 
a vsltwble feeder to their system.
